Cut in many 
iicles of manufacture and commerce today, this law does 
t operate when great moneyed interests buy up all the 
p'ply there is of a necessity and hold it lor a rise. It is 
t the law of supply and demand which is naturally 
)rking for there may be a large supply but for practical, 
rposes, if it is held by the moneyed power, there is no 
pply. The law is not operating.

Editorships of great cirj 
dailiet arc few and hard to attain. 
And 23 Jnlitu Caesar put it, "It it bet- 
ter to be first in a little Iberian vil- 
iafe than second in Rome." It affords 
a comfortable living and, if you decide 
to buy into the paper, you will have 
in aMured position and income. But 
perhaps the most satisfaction come: 
from the fact that you are shaping the 
character of the community in which 
your paper circulates and are serving 
the people of that community. 


To b< a country editor you must b€ 


interested in the newspaper business; 
you must have tact and diplomacy; 
fo« mnst be able to judge men; you 
must have business ability; and list of 
all, you must have the character and 
will power to make your paper a forci 
in the community. 


In addition, you need special triinini 


in journalism. This may be obtained 
in a good school of journalism. A 
food idea would be to get as much 
training in advertising as possible. 
You will probably have to teach your 
advertisers how to advertise and it 
might not be a bad idea to know how 
yourself before you start to do so. 
Another method by which this training 
may be acquired is by actual experi- 
ence on the staff of some big news- 
paper. YOD can then begin in a sub- 
ordinate position on a country news- 
paper and work into an editorship or 
you may be fortunate enough to be 
placed immediately in the editor's 
chair.
